Area Banks, 
Liquor Stores

eligible to reopen at 9 p.m. 
Clubs with liquor licenses are 
not affected by the law and will 
be open regular hours. 
Restaurants which have large 
food businesses in addition to 
bars and cocktail lounges, will 
remain open, but they won’t be 
serving 
alcoholic 
beverages 
until after 9 p.m. 
“It’s just another day for us,” 
said a postal official, and all 
post offices in the area will 
remain open.

concept into the 6th, 7th and 
8th grades this year.

“This is a major change for 
our teachers,” said Thomas P.

curriculum. “We’re redirecting 
the role of the teacher in 
education.” 
The traditional method calls 
for

Woman's Decomposed Body Found 


The 
partially 
decomposed 
body of a woman was found 
Saturday, covered by a thn 
layer of fall leaves beside a 
hedgerow In Upper Uwchland 
Township. 
S t a t e 
p o l i c e 
f r o m 
Downing town 
Barracks 
said 
Warren Rouss, West Chester 
RD 4, and a companion were 
hunting when they found the 
remains which apparently were 
not deliberately covered. The 
body was on the property of 
Lawrence Drake, near the in­ 
tersection of Font and Green 
Ridge roads. 
Chester County Coroner Dr. 
Donald E. Harrop was called 
to the scene at 4:15 p.m. and 
had the remains transported to 
Phoenixville. 
“We know the body Is female, 
and I’d say she was out there 
nine to 12 months,” he said 
Monday. “That's about all we 
know at this point.” 
Further examination is being 
performed 
by 
Dr. 
Marshall 
Becker, an anthropologist at 
West Chester State College, and 


the body was taken to the 
college Monday. 
“We hope to determine the 
age and get a better idea how 
long the body was out there,” 
Dr. 
Harrop said. "If we’re 
lucky, we might find out the 
cause of death, hut we can’t 
count on that.” 
There was no obvious cause 
of death, the coroner said. No 
external 
evidence 
of 
injury 
appeared on the body. 
The remains were found in 
a wooded area, although police 
said other areas on Drake’s 125 
acre tract are more densely 
wooded. 
When Dr. Becker’s findings 
are revealed, the investigation 
into the identity of the woman 
will continue with Dr. Harrop, 
Uwchland 
Township 
police, 
state 
troopers 
and 
Chester 
County Detectives participating. 
Dr. Harrop recalled that a 
number of bodies has been 
found 
In 
the 
county 
and 
authorities have managed to 
identify all of them. 


Manning said the studded 
tires are safer and studies have 
shown that studded tires stop 
a car on ice in half the distance 
of tires without studs. 
Marvin Pritcher, manager of 
the Firestone Store, High Street 
and 
Firestone Drive, agrees 
that the studs are an important 
safety factor. 
He said no records are kept, 
but predicted that studded sales 
will rue about the same as last 
year when about 35 to 40 per 
cent of all snow tires sold were 
studded. 
He explained that every snow 
tire manufactured has between 
60 and 100 small holes in it 
and any buyer who wishes studs 
can have them inserted at the 
time of purchase. 
“This is a simple routine 
using a hydraulic gun and costs 
about $8 extra.” 
Pritcher said if a motorist 
decides on using studs, spikes 
or metal grips, they must be 
inserted in a tire that has not 
been used, that “you can’t come 
in after riding on a tire and 
ask for studs.” 
Foreign matter can settle in 
the holes after riding on them 
he explained, and if a stud is 
inserted after driving on the tire 
it won’t set properly. 
He also stressed that when 
studs are inserted that the car 
shouldn’t be driven more than 
60 miles an hour for the first 
50 miles allowing the studs 
proper time to seat themselves 
properly.

Ireland as the British and Irish

A police officer was hit by 
flying debris when, troops trig­ 
gered a booby trap on a con­ 
struction site in the Sh ant allow 
district of 
Londonderry, 
Ul­ 
ster’s second city. 
The woman was hit in the 
foot when she was trapped in 
crossfire during a gun battle 
between 
British 
troops 
and 
guerrillas in the turbulent Falls, 
Road district, an IRA strong-! 
hold.

Security

That 
brought the army’s haul of sen­ 
ior officers of the IRA’s die- 
hard Provisional wing in the 
last three months to 22, in­ 
cluding at least three battalion 
commanders in Belfast. 
The pair were named as Ger­ 
ry McDaid, a company com­ 
mander, in the IRA’s London­ 
derry brigade and Kevin Lilies, 
the recruiting officer in the Bel- j 
fast brigade’s battalion that op­ 
erates in the Falls Road area.

The British government ap­ 
pointed three legal experts as

British administrator in Ulster, 
William Whitelaw. 
Special- tribunals to try ter­ 
rorists. will replace the con­ 
troversial 
internment-without- 
trial regulations that have an­ 
gered the province’s Roman 
Catholics since they were in­ 
troduced in August 1971. 
The tribunals will hear cases 
in secret and will have no 
juries to prevent intimidation 
— a major problem that has 
prevented conviction of many 
terrorist suspects in the past.
